The 
verse  should  not  be  taken  too  literally,  for  we  do 
not  mean  the  constant  burning  of  the  midnight 
oil,  but  a consistent  amount  of  study  and  hard 
work,  which  certainly  ought  to  bring  results. 

Freshman,  take  heed,  the  Faculty  axe  falls 
freely  and  impartially  and  it  is  better  to  be  among 
those  present  at  the  beginning  of  next  term  than 
to  be  among  those  present  just  now.
